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From Belotv. — It ia reported that a rebel 
force again threatens the vicinity of Colum- 
bus, Kj., perhaps to prevent the reconstruc- 
tion of certain railroads running near that 
place. Gen. A. J. Smith has a strong force at 
that point, together with several ginboats. 
Be is prepared for any emergency. 

Gen. Hnrlbut ordered all merchants of 
Memphis trading in military clothing, and 
sot having anthority from headquarters, to 
•end their stocks north of the lines. 

A correspondent of the Mobile Register, 
who visited Memphis lately, boasts that smug- 
gling is carried on on a large scale at Mem- 
phis, by the Confederates, and lays there is 
Scarce a house within a radius of ten miles 
outside the lines from Memphis that does 
sot afford a depot for smuggled goods. 

C. B. Curtis, formerly of Cincinnati, died 
at Memphis last week. He was an old and 
highly esteemed citizen. 

Rebel prisoners are pouring Into Cairo from 
Memphis and other points below. 

Faulkner's guerillas are reported to be in 
Southcjtr»K[ntucky and Northern Tennessee, 
ripting heavily. 
The steamer C. E. Hillman arrived at Cairo 
from Mtuphit, with dates of the 4th. The 
Bulletin eajs that Dick Taylor's forces, who 
tired on the steamers Welcome, Kmerald, and 
Blacit Hawk, at the mouth of Red River, had 
n deeper oljeot than merely to obstruct navi- 
gation. Their probable intention was to eap- 
lure a steamer and cross the river for the pur- 
pose of reinforcing Bragg. It is known Tay- 
lor had a large force, estimated as high as 13,- 
000. There are plenty of gnnboats at hand to 
prevent any tach movement. On the Black 
Dan k, one of the owners had a leg shot off; 
another lost an arm, and a negro was killed. 
Jas. Chaddick, the pilot, a resident of Natchez, 
■tood manfully at his post, although the pilot- 
house was blown to pieces.

[Correspondence of the Louisville Journal.] 
BATTLE OF MISSIONARY BIDGEJ. 

Chattanooga, Tenh., Nov. 26, 1863. 

The telegraph ere this has brought the intel- 
ligence of the great fight for the possession of 
Missionary Ridge. Of course it has also given 
you the good, grand news that the Union 
army under Generals Grant, Thomas, Hooker, 
and Sherman, had been more than victorious. 

On the night of the 20th orders were issued 
to the troops in the centre to have ten days' 
cooked rations in their haversacks, and one 
hundred rounds of ammunition. This looked 
like work, and the boys set to work arrang- 
ing their rations, and joking as only veteran 
soldiers can joke onthe eve of a battle. But 
tbey were doomed to disappointment. About 
12 o'clock the order was countermanded; Gen. 
Sherman had failed to reach the place of cross- 
ing the river designated. On Saturday, how- 
ever, he was well up, bnt as the next day 
was Sunday, of course no offensive movement 
would be made by our army. By this time 
the programme of the campaign was pretty 
generally surmised by every one; indeed it 
was patent that the move conteuiplat-d was 
the only one that could be made with any 
show of success. 

Sunday wore on slowly (time doe* move on 
slowly the day previous to a battle — when it 
is known), and no change in the positioa of 
the enemy conld be ascertained, and the sup- 
position was that they were still in farce on 
Missionary Ridge and Lookout Mountain. 
Uur Battery on Moccasin Point fired irregu- 
larly during the day, dividing its compliments 
alternately between Point Lookout and the 
side of the mountain facing east and Chatta- 
nooga. Occasionally, from the Point, a light 
blue smoke could be seen slowly ascending, 
followed by a heavy, dull roar, when wbiz-z-z, 
splash would go a shell into the river or the 
low woodbind, at the basa of the mountain. 
This was from "Honest John," a pet name our 
boys had tor the 10-pound Parrot the rebels 
had on Lookout. Except an occasional shot 
from Forts Negley and VYood, nothing else of 
interest occurred on Sunday. 

At 9 o'clock Sunday night orders were 
again delivered to the commandants of bri- 
gades to be ready to carry out the orders of 
Friday night. These orders were for the cen- 
tre to move out in force to within range of 
Mission Ridge, while Sherman on the left, 
having crossed the river under cover of night, 
would attack the enemy's right vigorously, 
and carry by storm the eastern end of the 
Ridge. By some means General Sherman 
was unable to cross during Sauday night, and 
a slight alteration of the original plan had to 
be made. There was no movement made un- 
til about 12 o'clock Monday, whea the 4th and 
the lltb corps of the left centre moved ouU 
Slight skirmishing ensued, but as our line 
advanced the rebels retreated, leaving us in 
possession of the ground. The centre moved 
cautiously forward, feeling their way. No 
fighting of consequence occurred, and our 
troops bivouacked on the open plain, sleeping 
on their arms. The night set in with a slight 
fall of snow, which looked quite unfavorable; 
but abcut 11 o'clock it blew off clear and cold, 
presenting one of the finest views the eye ever 
beheld. The two lines were so close together 
that the casual observer would not imagine 
they were the lines of opposing armies. Tne 
pickets were within twenty paces of each 
other pacing their beats and humming some 
familiar tune, thinking of home and to-mor- 
tow. Not a shot could be h6ard, but now and 
then click, — click, as some soldier cautiously 
examined his firelock to see if all was safe in 
that quarter. 

About^,9 o'clock Tuesday morning slight 
skirmishing commenced on the extreme right. 
This was General Hooker's forces (except the 
11th corps, which had been transferred to the 
centre), and at 11 o'clock the skirmish had 
swelled into a fight. All was excitement in 
the centre, as Lookout Mountain concealed 
from view the combatants. Still the roar con- 
tinued; now low and moaning, like winds 
through the woods in the fall; now roaring 
like some mighty cataract. Anxious eyes aud 
flushed cheeks watched the bald point on the 
hill, knowing well that they would soon see 
the Slats and Stripes appear, or else disaster 
would happen on the right. They were not 
long in suspense; at 1 o'clock and 45 minutes 
the rebels appeared first in squads of four and 
five, like pickets or stragglers, but only to be 
followed by their whole line, Broken and dis- 
organized. In five minutes the Federal battle- 
flag appeared. ''Three times three" com- 
menced on the right, aud, being taken up to- 
ward the left, rang out loud and long, com- 
pletely drowning the roar of artillery and mus- 
ketry. The guns from the forts in the centre 
now opened, and the roar continued unabated 
fur more than an fiour. 

Hooker, having started the rebjls on the 
mountain, seemed determined to let them 
have no rest. He pressed them so closely 
that they had no time to form in their first 
line of works, but rushed wildly on, without 
firing a shot, to the second; meanwhile Gen. 
Hooker took possession of the first line, cap- 
turing two pieces of artillery, and halted to 
rest his troops and survey the premises. The 
troops in the centre now moved eagerly for- 
ward, driving the enemv's pickets, bat not 
without somo contest. Indeed, on the left 
centre quite a battle took place, but back they 
went, until our whole line occupied the rebel 
picket line of the morning, our forces captur- 
ing part of two rebel regiments. The tide of 
battle now rolled back to the right. The 
troops on the slope of the mountain having 
ihe first line of rifle-pits, turned them to ad- 
vantage, making a good shelter for themselves. 
The batteries on Moccasin Point poured shells 
thick and fast into the earthworks held by the 
rebels, making it too uucomfortable for them 
even to attempt firing at our men. A buttery 
of 10-pound Parrots was also opened from the 
east side of Chattanooga Creek, doing great 
execution. Our loss was very trifling up to 
this time, but night setting in, the batteries 
were compelled to cease firing for fear of do- 
ing damage to our own men. Gen. Hooker 
at ibis time, having determined to carry the 
mountain at once, stormed the last line of 
a orks, and after an hour's fight, more desper- 
ate than I imagined men could fight, carried 
them, with gieat less to the rebels and severe 
loss to the Federals. Tne rebels retreated 
down the mountain, leaving their dead and 
wounded. By this time Gen. Carlin, of John- 
son's division, bad thrown his brigade across 
Chattanooga Cree k, capturing the rebel pick- 
ets and lorming a junction with Hooket's le ft, 
making our line complete from Ihe top of 
Lookout on the right to the foot of Missiona-y 
Ridge on the left, Howard and Sherman con- 
necting at that point. 

During Tuesday night, the enemy made 
mysterious movements. That they were 
evacuating was the opinion of many, while 
fome were positive that they were massing in 
the centre. The whistle of the locomotive in 
the rear of their lines led many to suppose 
that tbey were receiving reinforcements. No 
one seemed to have any definite opinion as to 
what whs going on. 

Wednesday morning broke upon us calm, 
clear, and pleasant. AH was hushed; not a 
sound from either side could be heard. Bragg 
had massed on our left during the night, con- 
cealing his forces behind the ridge. Here And 
there on our right could be distinguished a 
solitary picket, or perhaps a squad. It looked 
ominons. Bragg has a way of concealing his 
forces w.hen he means to fight, and would be- 
guile the Uninitiated. Bat the wary Thomas 
knows his tactics too well. Ha seems to know 
where every man of the enemy is, and com- 
mences to mar.ceuvre bis forces accordingly. 
A division is moved rapidly to the right. Now 
watch the top of the ridge closely and you 
will observe bayonets glistening in the sun 
moving rapidly to the left. Thomas halts; 
they are puzzled. Thus troop3 are marched 
and countermarched, Bragg thinking he sees 
it when be doesn't. 

A tingle shot on the left. That is ominous. 
It means that work must commence. Sher- 
man is there with the men that fought at 
Raymond. Champion Hiils must be fought 
on the Tennessee. In a moment they are 
ecgf.ged. The battle commences. No skir- 
mishing is needed to find the enemy; they 
are renc*y for the fray — ay, eager to drive 
the Yankees into tbe Tennessee. It seems as 
if every gun, large and small, is at work. 
Shot after shot whittles through the air. Now 
it sounds as if tbe rebels were falling back. 
There is no child's play there. Sherniau's 
men, fluthed with temporary success, ru3h 
wildly on. More artillery moves rapidly up 
on the small summit, and vomit their lead 
and iron volleys into tbe rebel ranks. It was 
stern material there. No giving back. That 
position must be held; men may full, but m*n 
are nothing as to this posi'.iou. It seemed as 
if though it was the very key to the Confed- 
eracy. Sherman moves closer. He tries the 
efficacy of short range. He charges boldly, 
furiously, but still the enemy remain un- 
moved. A division from the centre under 
Genera! Baird was sent to reinforce the left, 
General Baird reported, but was told that he 
was rot needed. This was sufficient. General 
Sherman knew his troops and knew the en- 
emy. 

All this time the centre and right were 
pressing forward. Hooker bad gained a foot- 
hold on the right and rear of the ridge, and 
was moving rapidly on their left flank. The 
centre was climbing that steep hill under the 
heaviest fire of artillery that mortal man ever 
stood. Slowly but surely they toiled up. Line 
after line of rebels broke and fled up the hill 
as they advanced. Now a color-bearer would 
rush forward, eager to be the first to plant his 
colors on the brow. His fate was sealed. lie 
was sore of death; and many sank on that 
slope courting, rather than shunning, death. 
Even the rebels themselves would stand aghast 
at such bravery. Look away toward the left; 
see those three flags almost together, striving 
to gain the fort on the top of the ridge. Those 
flags belong to tbe 9th Kentucky, 17th Ken- 
tucky, and 13th Ohio. See that sheet of smoke 
envelope them. They are wavering — now they 



rally — up, up, up. Death is doing it3 terrible 
work there. See the Stars and Stripes waving 
from the fort. The 9th Kentucky, followed by 
the 17ih and 13tb, rush in. Cheer, boys, cheer; 
you can cbcer now; you have carried the hill 
first. Look to tbe left of them, and you will 
see tbe 3d division under Gen. Baird. They 
are lest gaining another hill beyond the ravine. 
The battery is theirs. Now, boys, you can 
shout. Tou have done nobly. See yon young 
commander (Col. Phelps, 38th Ohio), not ex- 
cited but anxiou3. He gains the summit, bat 
his life is tbe forfeit: he falls early, bat he 
fought oallsntly. 

The General yon see turning that gun on 
tbe rebels is General Thomas. He is on the 
hill among tbe first, encouraging and cheer- 
ing the boys on. Night is setting in and we 
must gather up the artillery and prisoners and 
leave Sherman to end the fight. 

No pen can paint this fight, no eye could 
take in nil that occurred. To watch one par- 
ticular division would keep one busy. To 
mention the deeds of valor performed by one 
would be invidious. All did well. Nostrag- 
gling, no shrinking — every one was doin-' his 
whole duty "as far as in him I j." 

Tbe results of the greatest battlo ever fought 
in this department may briefly be summed up. 
We have captured forty-four pieces of artillo- 
ry, and between four and five thousand pris- 
oners. The over jubilant place the number 
at eight or ten thousand. 

At 5 o'clock tbe rebel army was in retreat, 
and bad daylight but lasted one hour longer 
we would not only have routed them but cap- 
tured almost tbe entire army. Hard and well 
did the rebels fight to hold thp road to Chick - 
amauga station. It was the only ou'.let for 
their transportation. But they were forced to 
give way under the weight and pluck of their 
opponents. The wagon train of three hundred 
wagons had proceeded but two or three miles 
when the guard became panic-stricken and 
fired it. 

Prisoners taken represent the State of Ken- 
tucky, Arkansas, Tennessee,aud Georgia prin- 
cipally; but there are representatives from ev- 
ery State in the Confederacy. Most of them 
are newly clad and present a more respectable 
appearance than those we have previously 
seen. 

It may be gratifying to Kentucky rebels to 
know that the loss of the Kentuckians under 
Breckinridge was not very great. A great 
many of them, howeverare prisoners. Among 
them I noticed "Billy" Williams, ex-keeper of 
the workhouse. He seems inclined to come 
North. 

Our troops were marching early this morn- 
ing, and, unless their progress is impeded, an- 
other engagement is likely to occur. Reports 
from the advance say that Bragg is burning 
everything in the shape of stores and wagons, 
and tbe road is lined with stragglers and sick; 
in fact, it turns out to be the most complete 
rout of the war. Droves of cattle are being 
driven in, arms collected, &c. The bridge 
over Cbickamanga Creek, built by the rebels, 
is burned, and all along can be seen huge col- 
umns of black smoke issuing from burning 
depots, bridges, and water tanks. 

This movement, executed under such cir- 
cumstances, is unparalleled in history. The 
boldness with which it was executed shows 
the mutual confidence of officers and men. 
It combined tbe shrewdness, skill, bravery, 
and dash of the four heads that prepared and 
executed it. With such men as Grant, Thomas, 
Hooker, and Sherman, snch movements can- 
not fail. Even the rebels were a,we-struck at 
its magnificence and success. No one in the 
rebel lines ever dreamed of us taking Lookout 
Mountain by storm. It looked almost like au 
impossibility. 

When the battle was at its height and raging 
most furiously, a steamboat came puffing 
around Point Lookout, and was greeted with 
cheers by the whole line, and it seemed as if 
the boys fought the harder when they found 
the cracker line intact. 

The loss to our side was very small, consid- 
ering the magnitude of the work. Indeed 
were you to see the rugged hill ihat our forces 
climbed, you would be astonished tb*t more 
were not killed. I placeour loss at 3,500 killed 
and wounded — with a small proportion killed, 
r.nd few prisoners, if any. 

Among the killed are Colonel Phelps, 38th 
Ohio, commanding 31 brigade, 3d division — a 
brave and gallant officer. His losi is regretted 
by every one who knew him. Capt. Wilson, 
of the Legion, is reported killed, and also 
Lieut. Hurley; both from Louisville. 

The list of killed and wounded has not b«en 
made out yet The loss of the 3d brigade, 3d 
division, was 16 killed and 96 wounded.

We subjoin the address of the Dela- 
ware Democrats, exposing the circumstances 
under which tbe so-called election in one of 
the Congressional Districts of Delaware took 
place. The proceedings of tbe Federal author- 
ities in the case were certainly a mnst gross 
and wanton outrage upon the sacred char- 
ter of our liberties. The outrage admits of 
neither justification nor palliation. We, how- 
ever, trust it is not beyond such redress as 
may be found in the popular condemnation of 
the wrong-doers in the great trial of the 
coming year. Assuredly proceedings of this 
kind plead eloquently for such a verdict of 
the people. We pray that they may not 
plead in vain: 

Newcastle, Del., Nov. IT, 1863. 
To the Democrat* of Newcastle Ctunty, Del.: 

The undersigned, Democratic voters of 
Newcastle county, represent — 

That at tbe Democratic State Convention 
held at Dover, Sept. 18, 1863, to nominate a 
candidate to fill tbe office of Representative in 
Congress, tunde vacant by tbe death of the 
Hon. William Temple, tbe convention unani- 
mously nominated the Hon. Charles Brown, 
of Dover Hundred, in the county of Kent, for 
tbe office designated; and ever since the ad- 
journment of the said convention the canvass 
bas duly and quietly proceeded with every 
reasonable prospect for the success of our can- 
didate, all of which facts are of public knowl- 
edge. 

To our astonishment and regret, however, 
we are informed by a public military and civil 
order, dated Nov. 13, 1863, and made known

Mid laws; and, considering said military or- 
der (to which the unauthorized recognition 
of the Executive at Delaware gives no sanc- 
tion) as uncalled for, illegal, and unjust, do 
earnestly protest against the same — md 
against the interference of the Federal Gav- 
einmentin the election held within our State, 
and, in view of the presence and in- 
timidation of a large military force 
of the United States in our State aud the In- 
dif position of our people to produce collision 
with the armed forces of the General Govern- 
ment — do hereby recommend to the Democrats 
of Newcastle county, whether officers of elec- 
tion or voters, to submit to their disfranchise- 
ment and take no part in the said special elec- 
tion, but to rely upon the official oaths and 
consciences of the next House of Representa- 
tives in tbe Congress of the Uni'^d States to 
declare null and void an election so held, and 
conducted contrary to the laws of the S:ate of 
Delaware in that behalf, and controlled by a 
power unknown to the Constitution and laws 
of our State.

Wasbimotoii, Dec 8. 

A Tribune correspondent furnishes the fol- 
lowing information: On Saturday evening 
the rebels made a feint, crossing at several 
fords of the Rapid Ann. Our forces kept on 
the alert, and everything was in readiness to 
retreat if an assault hod been made by a 
superior foice. During the night tbe enemy 
ciossed over two or three regiments at each 
ford, and took possession of the north bank of 
tbe Rapid Ann and our old signal station, to 
they can now overlook all our movements, 
while we remain posted as at present Guerillas 
bare been captured by our cavalry scouts 
within thirty-three miles of Vienna. 

General Mesghrr, who was with the army 
as a visitor to his old brigade, was captared in 
citizens' clothes near Hire Run during the 
recent engagement, and is now in the hands 
of the enemy.

sir. Usher says from the inform Uion ob- 
tained from miners, direct from Stillwater 
mines, he learns that the Indians are all 
quiet and p«aceful, and no difficulty is antici- 
pated with tbem during the winter, unless it 
be with the Mountain Crows, who claim all 
the ten itory on both sides of the Yellow Stone 
ftom its mouth clear to its source in t je moun- 
tains, and are determined that the whit-.'S shall 
not occupy or explore it. 

An expedition is now being fitted out to 
explore this region, which ebounds in precious 
minerals, and trouble is expected with the 
Crows. 

The Tribune's Washington special says that 
frauds to the extent of ovor a million of dol- 
lars have b«en discovered in furnishing sup- 
plies to the Army of the Potomac. Friday 
night Capt. W. Stoddard, of Alexandria, was 
urrested by order of the Secretary of War and 
lodged in the Old Capitol prison. Saturday 
night Capt. Ferguson, of the regular army, 
Chief Quartermaster of Alexandria, was also 
arresttd and sent to the Old Capitol. These 
freuds have all been unearthed since General 
Meigs went to Tennessee. 

Frauds in which these and a number of 
other officers, some very high in authority, 
who have yet to be arrested, are implicated. 
The fraud consists principally in large pur- 
chases of mixed grain — thatlu,oats.and corn — 
so compounded that Government is cheated 
out of 20 cents on every bushel. 

Enormous frauds in the purchase of lum- 
ber and horses for the Army of the Potomac 
have also been discovered. Gen. Thomas, 
Acting Quartermaster General, deserves credit 
for unmasking these knaves. 

Tbe Herald's special from Headquarters 
Army of tbe Potomoc, of the 6th, says all is 
quiet with the army, and a prospect of tbe 
quiet being long continued. Trains are run- 
ning regularly from Alexandria, and the army 
is getting well supplied with Quartermaster 
and Com miliary stores. 

It is ascertained that Lee occupies his old 
position south of the Rapid Ann, and is pre- 
paring winter quarters. 

Culpepper is held by our cavalry, the ene- 
my's pickets extending toquite near the town. 
It has been ascertained that tbe enemy has 
iworepiments of infantry at Fredericksburg.

Metsoes.— This particular period of the 
year is generally marked by unusu tl meteoric 
displays, as those who have interested them- 
selves in celestial observations are doubtless 
aware. Several very brilliant displays were 
noted during the last week. About 2 o'clock 
on Friday morning, a magnificent meteor 
made its couise entirely across the heavens, as 
far as the clouds would admit of observation. 
The course of most of them seem3 to tend to 
the northward, though frequently an oblique 
course is taken, but rarely an opposite. The 
theory which is most generally received by 
astronomers as explaining these celestial ex- 
hibitions, which naturally appear from the 
Otb to the 12th of the month, is that there are 
belts of these meteors revolving around the 
sun, through whose orbits the earth passes at 
different ■ru-iods, and these belts must be of 
considerable breadth in the direction perpen- 
dicular to their orbits; for the earth, moving 
two millions miles a day, is occupied several 
days in passing through. These bodies, en- 
tering the earth's atmosphere by the compres- 
sion of the atmosphere which they produce 
(possibly aided in some cases by chemical ac- 
tion), are ignited and sometimes consumed, 
and pometimes not, but pass again out of the 
atmosphere or fall to the earth. 

NOVIL ATTIatfT TO EsCAPS FROst PuiSJsI. 

A few days since an ingenious attempt was 
made by a rebel prisoner to escape from the 
Old Capitol prison in Washington. He tore 
out a board from the side of the apartment in 
which he was confined in the yard, and, after 
breaking out a bar of his window, ran the 
plank cut and securely fastened it inside, thus 
making a spring-board with which he hoped 
to jump to the roof of a small building near 
at hand, and thus effect his escape. The board, 
however, proved to be a little too springy, 
and instead of carrying him twelve feet, to 
the roof he desired to reach, carried him at 
least thirty feet, and over the building, 
among the clothes-lines, &c, in the yard, 
where he was finally secured by the Superin- 
tendent of the building. We think tbe Sec- 
retary of War ought to order the release of 
this prisoner, after his lofty tumbling from 
the spring -board. 

A Highland Doo Trainee. — I remember on 
one occasion, when Allan was about to leave 
the Manse, lie put bis dogs, for my amuse- 
ment, through some of their drill, as he called 
it. They were all sleeping around the kitchen 
fire, the pups freed from the girdle, wandering 
at liberty, when Allan said, "Go out, one of 
you, my children, and let me know if the day 
is fair or wet." A dog instantly arose, while 
the others kept their places, and with erect 
tail went out. Returning, it placed itself by 
Allan's side, so that he might, by passing his 
baud along its back, discover whether it w.ts 
wet or dry. "Go," he again said, "and tell 
the foolish child" — one of the pups — "who is 
froliekingoutside the house, tocomein." An-

But at this moment two terriers began 
to fight — though it seemed but a mimic bat- 
tle — while an old, sagacious looking cool- 
lie never moved from his comfortable 
place beside the fire. To understand this 
scene, though, you must know that Allan had 
taken off ■ t.c • at the excellent sheriff of the 
district because of his having refused him 
some responsible situation on his property, 
and to avenge himself had trained his dogs to 
act the drama which was now in progress.

It was thus that, when any one offend- 
ed Allan past all possibility of forgivness, he 
immediately trained oue of tbe dogs to illus- 
trate bis character, and taught it lessons by 
which in every house he could turn his sup- 
posed enemy into ridicule. A farmer, irrita- 
ted by this kind of dogmatic intolerance, or- 
dered Allan to leave his f.irm. "Letveit, 
f >rsootbl ' replied Allan with a sarcastic 
meer, "Con'd I possibly, sir, take it with ma, 
he assured I would do so rather than leave it 
to^ou!"— Good Words.

Camp at Chattanoooa, Tens-rhiee, 1 
November, 26, 1863. J 
November 20th.— The day bright and pleas- 
ant. Duiing the day some artillery lighting, 
beyond which profound silence reigned in 
camp until about 3 P. M., when Orderlies 
were to be seen moving briskly to and fro, 
causing all on the quFvivc, andjurdere arj re- 
c dved for every man to have two days' ra- 
tions in haversacks and one hundred rounds 
ol ammunition on his person, ready to move 
at 6 A. M., proximo. No commotion nor ex- 
citement, the men leisurely ond quietly putting 
their arms in order and completing all neces- 
sarry arrangements. During which time could 
be heard the men exclaiming, "Boys, them 
rebs are too close; tbey must git out." "We 
waut them woods, and, the fact is, we have 
lived nalirs iong enough." "Lookout, rebs; 
we ere now on a Missionary expedition, cer- 
tain." Thus talked and laughed the brave 
boys of Hazen's brigade whilst preparing for 
a movement all deemed perilous in the ex- 
treme; but the character and nature of which 
none knew. It was evident, however, the 
grand Army of the Cumberland was to be in 
motion by daylight. Darkness set in; the 
quick ear coula detect the low, lumbering of 
heavy wheels moving along the gravel road 
passing in front of our camp. It was artille- 
ry, dragged by the men for position near our 
picket line. At 8 P. M. every arrangement 
had been completed, and the men were slum- 
bering in their bunks, and, perchance, dream- 
ing of the glory that awaited them in the ap- 
proaching storm of battle. As heretofore, 
Nelson's old division, now commanded by tbe 
veteran Woods, was assigned the front. At 9 
P. M. the brisk tramp of an orderly's horse is 
heard. He brings orders for the men to be re- 
lieved each of 60 rounds of cartridges, and the 
same to be packed in boxes, which are prompt- 
ly execnted. "Do we move in the morning?'' 
"Is the assault postponed?" Such were the 
questions propounded by officers and men to 
Major Richard T. Whitaker, commanding; 
but no clue was to be had, and ere long all 
was again quiet in the camp of the 6th Ken- 
lucky volunteer infantry. A gentle rain 
commenced falling, and continued during the 
night. 

Nov. 21»i, 6 o'clock, A. Jf.— Still raining, and 
no orders for a move. The men were undis- 
turbed and left to pass the cool, wet morning 
as best suited their various inclinations. The 
damp, cool day gradually closed, the clouds 
dispersed, and the bright stars modestly peep 
forth with reeming unwillingness to vie in 
fparkling brilliancy with the glare of our 
camrj fires. 

Aov. 'i'ld — A cool, bracing morning. No 
clouds obstructing the gorgeous rays of the 
sun, bronzed mountain and valley — it was de- 
cidedly the sweetcet morning of the season, 
and impresses upon our minds the holiness of 
the day. Fort Wood caaaot remain silent, 
and is shelling Missionary Ridge and the 
rebel camps at its base quite spiritedly during 
tbe day. At 4 P. M. the orders of the after- 
noon of the 20th were renewed. This time 
we could but believe the more' would 
be certain, and no one doubted the great battle 
would have a commencement, if not a close, 
on the morrow. The men in the best of spirits, 
and eager for the contest, which must be 
bloody, and frightful in tbe loss of human life. 
About dark might be seen the 11th corps, 
Army of the Potomac, passicg our camp, and 
moving to the front for the purpose of taking 
the position assigned tbem for the fight. Our 
arrangements being completed, alt were busied 
a short time in writing to loved Ones "at 
home," and then ready for the rest, required 
to prepare them for a heavy day's severe fa- 
tigue, when again the orders are counter- 
manded, and all left to conjecture as to the 
why and the wherefore. 

A r o». 23ri. — Tbe 41st Ohio volunteers were 
relieved from picket by the Louisville Legion 
and6tb Kentucky volunteers just at break of 
day. The morning cool and damp. 

12 M. — Hosen's brigade was ordered to the 
front, and a general movement and disposi- 
tion of tbe troops in the valley fronting Mij- 
eione.ry Ridge took place. Our brigade ad- 
vanced and was soon in tbe front. The bugle 
is sounded and the brigade advances) with the 
6tb Kentucky (Gen. Whitaker's old regiment) 
8nd the Louisville Legion in front as aline of 
skirmishers. The rebel pickets make a mo- 
mentary stand, then flee before the gallant 
6th and 5'.b Kentucky volunteers, and take 
tbelter behind their earthworks, upon which 
the 5ih and 6th courageously advance and 
take, with some 200 prisoners, whom they 
leave to be sent to the rear, and continued ad- 
vancing until tbey reached the crest of a long 
ridge in tbe valley running parallel with Mis- 
sionary, where they were ordered to halt. 
Tbe brigade had advanced across the field as a 
line of skirmishers, charged upon the enemy's 
earthworks, of which they made themselves 
masters, and took many prisoners, with some 
tour stand of colors. The prize of the 28th Ala- 
bama regimental flag fell into tbe bands of 
that gallant regiment, the 41st Ohio volun- 
teers, which lost ten killed and some fifty 
wounded. The loss of the 6th Kentucky 
was only four wounded, among whom 
we have to report the dashing and fear- 
lees Robt U. Armstrong, Captain company F. 

The coolness and courage of Haven's brigade 
in ciofeing that broad, open field, some fia-a 
hundred yards in extent, with the fire of the 
enemy's guns in their faces, and Ihe steadiness 
end regularity with which it was executed, 
excited tbe admiration of all who beheld it, 
and elicited enthusiastic praise from the high- 
est militnry officials. During the operations 
of Hazen's brigade, Forts Wood and Negley 
were not idle, and it seemed the fight would 
scon become general. Hooker was on the 
i igbt, Sherman was to cross the Tennessee 
river on tin left. As yet the fighting is only 
in our front. At night Hazen holds his position) 
and in the morning his men are protected by 
breastworks thrown up during the night. 

Nov. 24trV — The morning is damp and un- 
pleasant. No rebs are to be seen. They are 
Lid in their breastworks or else retired to the 
top of Missionary. Tbeir tents in the valley 
and on the mountain side disappeared during 
the night. A stillness which precedes the 
storm is now experienced. 

11 A. Jf — Hooker, with Gens. Palmer and 
Groce, has opened on the right; supposed to 
be charging on Lookout; the firing is tre- 
mendous, and continues some two hour*, 
«ben it is evident Hooker is far up the 
n.ountain, as tbe rebels ore plainly to be seen 
rounding the curve near the top of Lookout 
and take shelter in their breastworks, upon 
which Hooker steadily advances. The fight- 
ing is now furious, and continues until 9 P. 
M when tbe firing almost ceases, and the 
general belief is Hooker holds Lookout, with 
many prisoners and many pieces of artillery, 
.-'lietman succeeded in crossing the river, cap- 
turing the rebel pickets in the front of the 
enemy's right. , , . 

Nov. 24. — Morning clear and pieasmt 
Lookout is ours, with many prisoners and 
the big guns that scowled so ferociously down, 
upon us for many weeks, seeming to say, 
"You had better be leaving." Let no one 
for the future suppose that impossibilities 
cannot be performed. At 8 A. M. Sherman U 
heard from. He has gone to work in earnest. 
The firing increases and approaches toward 
our front on the enemy's right. It is now 
ti rrific from centre to left, and so continues 
until about nooD, when it almost cesses, and 
a lull of deathlike siillness prevails. Hook- 
er, Palmer, and Cruft have gone up the valley 
between Lookout and Missionary. The rebs 
get but a short respite. Sherman is again at 
work end driving the enemy. 

3 p. tl. — The storm of battle is now raging 
in earnest One continued volley of musketry 
and loar of cannon, which is deafening, now 
extends from left to centre. The troops in 
tbe valley advance in line of battle up Mis- 
sionary — a fearful undertaking, but there is 
no faltering. They reach the base and com- 
mence the ascent. Grape and canister, shell 
and musketry pour down like hail upon them, 
jet they falter not; and, facing that storm ot 
death-dealing missiles, they moved forward. 
Hazen's brigade, which was ordered only to 
the enemy's breastworks at the base of the 
ridge, did not halt, and vas the first to reach 
the top, and the colors of the 6th Kentucky 
volunteers were tbe first p'.anted over the eu- 
ttuy's battery. This heroic deed was per- 
formed whilst the men were working their 
guns, by Sergeant Thomas Cannon, color- 
bearer of the 6th Kentucky. The rebel can- 
noniers were made to reverse their guns and 
fire ur on their fleeing and routed friends. 

414 P. ML — The battle is over, and victory, 
a complete and glorious victory, has perched 
upon the stars and stripes. Our brigade cap- 
tured nineteen pieces of artillery, including 
Loomis's battery, taken (I believe from Neg- 
ley) at Cbickamauga. 

1 am credibly informed that Gen. Grant 
lomplimented Gen. Huzen on the fie'.d upon 
He roldierlv Dealing and gallantry of his 
men. Yee, and. the General might have 
turned to the brigade and complimented it 
ulod ihe gentlemanly bef.ring and heroic gal- 
l»nlry of their commanders, who at all times 
and amid Ihe heaviest fighting could be feen 
i\0~e up with if not in froot of his conmand. 
When w ill that tardy justice reach him?

GOVERNOR^ MESSAGE. 

Oentltmen of the Senate and 

Souse of Repretentatives: 

We hare reason to be thankful to a benefi- 
cent Providence lor the more favored auspices 
utder which jou assomble than greeted your 
immediate predecessors. Oar present exemp- 
tion and the strengthened hope of yet higher 
security, from the dangers of rebel invasions 
and predatory incursions of guerillas, together 
with the bounteousproductions which have re- 
warded the industry of our people, and the 
blessings of health and general prosperity, are 
the bestowments of "a divinity that shapes our 
ends," which must attract our gratitude and 
command our thanksgiving to "Him whose 
ways are not as man's ways." 

The constitution, in prescribing the powers 
«nd duties of the Governor as Chief Execu- 
tive, requires that "lie shall, from time to 
time, give to the General Assembly informa- 
tion of the state of the Commonwealth, and 
recommend to their consideration such meas- 
ures as he may deem expedient." In obey- 
ing this requirement, it affords me gratifica- 
tion to be able to lay before you the condition 
of our Treasury, as shown by the reports of 
the Auditor and Treasurer. Taking the last 
four years as an illustration, it appears that 
our Treasury is in better condition than at any 
previous period of our history. The compar- 
ison presents the following contrast at the end 
of each fiscal year, viz:

This condition is the more gratifying when 
we consider the fact that many of our counties 
have been so overrun by rebel invaders, and 
desolated by guerillas and marauders, that no 
revenue could be collected within them. In 
this connection it is proper to suggest that re- 
lief should be extended to the collectors of 
revenue in those counties where collections 
were impracticable, owing t* the exposed 
condition of the country. 
|l As connected with our finances, it is proper 
to bring before you the defalcation of the late 
Auditor, Thos. S. Page. An examinatiun of 
bis accounts from 1853 to 1859, although not 
thorough, has developed an embezzlement of 
$90,362 62, of which $1,680 has been paid, 
leaviEg $88,782 02 against him. Amongst 
the earliest acts of my Executive duties was 
an order directing the Attorney-General to 
institute suits for the recovery of the amounts 
composing such embezzlement. There is a 
long period of years prior to this investiga- 
tion, lor which this officer is responsible, and 
during that period there has been no inquiry 
into the accounts. I made an effort to have 
an examination, but the short time interven- 
ing your assembling did not admit of it It 
will require a labor of some months, 
by good accountants, to satisfactorily 
explore the accounts. I recommend the ap- 
pointment of two or more commissioners, to 
investigate and report upon the condition of 
the accounts of that officer, from the com- 
mencement to the end of his services. If the 
investigaiion be properly made, it will proba- 
bly enable the Commonwealth to secure a 
Urge proportion of the sum found to be due 
in the settlement of his estate in the hands of 
trustees, which is now depending in the 
Frenklin Circuit Court. The statute of limi- 
tations certainly releases the sureties anterior 
to the year 1853, but does not interfere with 
the prosecution of the claim against the de- 
faulting officer. I recommend that you pro- 
vide tor the appointment of commissioners to 
investigate and ascertain the extent of the 
embezzlement for each year from the com- 
mencement of that officer's services. 

This case suggests the grave omission of 
proper legislation in reference to such cases. 
Except as to the Treasurer, our penal code is 
silent. No penalties are provided against any 
other officer for embezzlement of public 
moneys. I therefore recommend that our 
penal code he so amended as to punish, crimi- 
nally, all officers who may be guilty o( embez- 
zlement of pubiic moneys. 

The condition of our public schools will be 
exhibited in the report of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. The fund consecrated 
to purposes of education has been preserved 
inviolate. To give to every child in the Com- 
monwealth a substantial education is among3t 
the highest duties devolved upon the law- 
givers. Every effort to increase the facilities 
of education, and to elevate the grade of in- 
struction, will have my hearty co-op sration. 

The reports from our eleemosynary institu- 
tions, which will be laid before you, will 
inform you of their condition, progress, and 
wants. 

The Lunatic Asylums at Lexington and at 
Hopkinsville; the Deaf and Dumb Asylum at 
Danville; the Blind Asylum at Louisville; the 
Asylum for the Feeble-Minded at Frankfort, 
are noble monuments of the charities of our 
Commonwealth. The reports which will be 
laia before you from these institutions will 
set forth vuci.- —ants and necessities. Ample 
provisions should be made to meet them. Th.it 
you will make suitable appropriations to sus- 
tain these grand charities, 6uch as becomes the 
charitable duty and just pride of the State, I 
do not entertain a doubt. 

Under the provisions of "An act accepting 
the donation of lands for endowment of Ag- 
ricultural Colleges," approved 27th January, 
1863, I have received from the Federal Gov- 
ernment, through the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, United States land scrip 
for 330,000 acres of land. It will- now be 
necessary that you provide for the appoint- 
ment and compensation of an agent or agents 
to dispose of this scrip, and further provide for 
founding the college, in order to obtain the 
benefits of this munificent donation. This 
scrip Will raise a fund for the endowment of 
an institution which may be made an honor 
to the Government, the pride of the State, 
and a blessing and bounty to the citiztns of 
Kentucky. It is recommeuded that you adopt 
all proper measures for securing the benefits 
of this liberal donation and carrying out. the 
purposes of its bestowment. 

In this connection, I would direct your at- 
tention to the propriety of continuing the 
support of the "Slate Agricultural Society." 
ThiB institution, organized under an act ap- 
proved March 10, 1856, and continued by sub- 
sequent enactments, has been of great benefit 
to the agricultural interests of Kentucky. Al- 
though its efficiency has been greatly retard- 
ed by the rebellion for the past two years.yet.iu 
the midst of the gloom, the efforts of the so- 
ciety have shed light and cheer upon the ag- 
ricultural interests of the State. We are an 
agricultural people, and every aid given to 
that interest goes to promote the general wel- 
fare. The society has more than mot the most 
sanguine expectations of its founders, and 
presents to our hopes cumulative benefits to 
our agricultural — which is our greatest- 
interest, which demand for the society the 
fostering care of the Commonwealth. 

At present the questions of most absorbing 
interest grow out of, and are connected with, 
the condition of our Federal Government, and 
the rebellion of the Southern Slates. When 
the rebellion broke upon us in Kentucky, we 
had no military organization except under the 
State Guard law. This law was perverted 
by the Inspector-General Buckner, into treas 
onable uses, and so alarmed our people, 
at the abuse, that the law was repealed, 
thus leaving Kentucky without military 
organization. To call an unorganized mili- 
tia into the field was and is impossible. The 
Legislature, by act approved the 31st day ot 
August, 1862, revived the State Guard law 
with amendments. When I became ._nvested 
with the "chief executive authority,""" no or- 
ganization having been effected, steps were 
immediately taken to thoroughly organize the 
militia. The process of organization is neces- 
sarily slow under the system as at present au- 
thorized. Having obtained the services of an 
able and accomplished officer as Inspector- 
General, the work of organization is progress- 
ing with all possible despatch. Various and 
important amendments required to give effi- 
ciency to the system will be suggested by him 
to the proper committee. 

The importance of having a complete and 
thorough organization of the militia has been 
so clearly impressed npon every judgment, 
by the calamities which have befallen our 
people for want of such organization, that 
I need not offer any additional reasons, be- 
yond the facts of history, to enforce the neces- 
sity of such organization. Without organiza- 
tion we have been, and would continue, pow- 
erless, and lay at the mercy of invaders and 
bandits. With organization we can defy and 
punish them, and give security to our homes 
and protection to our people. I urge upon 
von the propriety of having an efficient Slate 
force organized for active duty in suppressing 
the guerilla warfare which harasses our bor- 
der. If it be said that It will cost the Slate 
too much, I answer, that it will cost lest than 
to do without such force. The economy 
which refuses to give protection to the prop- 
erty, the homes, and lives of our border citi- 
zens, and leaves them exposed to beiwasted 
and ruined by guerilla bands, deserves the 
contempt and execration of the age. He whose 
eouI sets in watch over his money bags, while 
the homes of his countrymen are wrapped in 
flames of rebellion, and the lives of tine men 
are being sacrificed to the Moloch of treason, 
is wholly unfit to sit in council with patriots 
and statesmen. We have passed the silver 
line; it is now a question of the life or death 
of our government — not of dollars and cents. 
It is not, therefore, to be presumed that any 
represectitive of our suffering people can, for 



a moment, hesitate to make every possible 
provision for the protection and security ol 
the citizen in his power. Tho9e who would 
"save the people's money" should appropriate 
from the common treasure all that may be 
needed to give protection to the homes, the 
property, and lives of the citizen. Coming, 
as yon do, fresh from the people, and know- 
ing their sufferings and wants, it is not to be 
doubted but you will promptly respond to the 
necessities of the occasion. 

In a short time after the executive duties 
devolved upon me, the organized forces there- 
tofore giving protection to our people were 
Dccessarily moved to the front, leaving the 
State more exposed than at any period since 
the rebellion. We were left with some 4,000 
recruits in camps, then without organization, 
and not supplied with arms and equipments 
for service. The guerillas availed themselves 
of onr condition to inflict serious injuries 
upon our exposed borders, carrying their dep- 
redations to the very heart of the state. 

It is a source of gratulation that the patri- 
otism of our people has met the efforts to place 
a sufficient force in the field for defence, and 
that we are now more secure and better 
guarded than at any time heretofore since the 
rebellion. In a short time, under an arrange- 
ment made with the Secretary of War, and by 
a thorough organization of the enrolled and 
volunteer militia, our defences will be com- 
plete, and" Becnrity will again brighten the 
detolated homes of our border people. 

It is a source of just pride that in this strug- 
gle to maintain our national life, Kentucky, 
under every adverse circumstance, has nobly 
redeemed her pledge of duty to maintain the 
Union. Kentucky can never abandon the 
Union. It is the life of her people's hopes. 
When the Union is broken, her hopes must 
perish. Her hopes survive the loss of every- 
thing but the Union. "Give us liberty or 
give us death" is the echoing response to our 
revolutionary sires of the living patriotism of 
Kentucky of the present day. Although we 
are an exposed front, and our people have 
been overrun and oppressed by rebel armies, 
and have been wasted in their substance, and 
slain by guerillas; although bad men and 
wicked fanaticism in our own armies have 
inflicted outrage and wrong upon our loyal 
people, yet so steadily have our people pur- 
sued the direct lirk of duty and patriotism, 
that their suffering heroism and invincible 
loyalty, which nothing could divert or over- 
come, is being understood and appreciated by 
onr loyal brethren of other States, and our 
voice and counsel will not be unheeded, as we 
speak from the fiery furnac* of this wasting 
rebellion. 

Out of an enrolled militia numbering 119,- 
577, we have contributed, to sustain our gov- 
ernment, 37,444 soldiers for three years' ser- 
vice; 11,911 for one year; 413 for nine months', 
and 1,770 for sixty days' service; making an 
aggregate of 51,538— almost one-half of all 
those within the military ages. This is an 
evidence of Kentucky patriotism which needs 
no further comment to vindicate it. We are 
ready to give yet more, even to the last man 
and last dollar, if needed, to defend our gov- 
ernment. 

I call your attention to the very full, com- 
plete, and able report of the Adjutant-Gener- 
al, which will be laid before you. The report 
is gotten up so as to present a complete record 
of every regiment sent to the field, and ex- 
hibits, as far as officially advised, the status of 
each officer and soldier. ' This report should 
be given the dignity of an official report, so 
that the report may be evidence of the facts 
set forth, for the benefit of those interested in 
the future. 

In the commencement of the rebellion, the 
inexperience of those in the Quartermaster's 
Department was the occasion of distributing 
arms, munitions, clothing, and other necess*- 
ry stores to the various military organizations 
in the State, without obtaining vouchers in 
the form prescribed by the Army Regulations. 
In many instances the emergency did not ad- 
mit ofthe delay which compliance with these 
forms required. Yet the disbursements were 
all for the legitimate uses of our troops, and 
properly issued thongh informally vouched. 
These informalities have been the reason why 
our claims npon the Government for reim- 
bursement have not been met. Since the re- 
bellion commenced there has been advanced by 
the State of Kentucky, on account of United 
States Government, "in recruiting, arming, 
equipping, subsisting, and paying volunteers, 
the following sums, viz

This balance, for the reason before stated, 
has not heretofore been settled. The Secre- 
tary of State and Quat termaster-General were 
deputed, a few weeks since, to visit Washing- 
ton, and, if possible, obtain a settlement of 
our claims. The difficulties in the way of ad- 
justment being ascertained, the questions 
were submitted to the Secretary of War, who 
promptly, from a sense of justice and respect 
to the loyalty and good faith of Kentucky, 
ordered the settlement of our claims upon a 
basis as just, liberal, and equitable as we 
could possibly demand, or his duties admit. 
We shall therefore hope soon to recruit our 
fund for military purposes by obtaining from 
the Federal Government the payment of the 
sums so due to us. 

The importance of the records now being 
made in the military departments of this State, 
suggests the necessity of having suitable and 
permanent offices provided in which to trans- 
act the business and preserve the records of 
the Inspector-General, Adjutant General, 
and Quartermaster-General, The present aud 
future generations bave an interest in the 
preservation of these records. At present 
and heretofore office rooms have been rented. 
The frequent changes from one room to an- 
other ebdangers the security, while it neces- 
sarily disorders and confuses the record. The 
State should provide permanent office rooms. 
It is economical to do so. The rents now er- 
pended would, in a few years, pay for the con- 
struction ofthe necessary buildings. 

The salary of the Governor, under the con- 
stitution, cannot be either increase dor dimin- 
ished during his term; all delicacy is there- 
fore removed, which might otherwise prevent 
me from calling your attention to the subject, 
and urging you to provide for my successor a 
compensation which will at least cover ex- 
penses. I am satisfied that it is not the pur- 
pose of the people ot Kentucky to require a 
property qualification lor the office, yet the 
present rate of compensation musl attain that 
end by the indirection of inadequate salary. 
Unless possessed of private fortune to meet 
expenses, no man can now afford to be Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky. 

The increased rate3 of living so reduces the 
value of the present salaries paid to our judi- 
cal officers as to render their compensation 
wholly insufficient. In time of peace, plenty, 
and low rates, the salaries paid to the judges 
was much below the income of a moderately 
competent lawyer. Now, competent men 
cannot afford to be judges. Our present 
judges may, from a sense of public duty, con- 
tinue through their terms, but this does not 
excuse for failing to give them just and rea- 
sonable compensation. 

The salaries of the In8pector-Ger»ral and 
of his clerk are meiely nominal, having been 
fixed for times ot peace. The importance of 
the office at this time to the well-being and 
security of our people; the onerous duties 
which devolve upon that officer, which re- 
quire his whole time and all his energies, with 
the constant labor of a clerk, demands that 
suitable provision should be forthwith made 
for payment of reasonable salaries to the In- 
spector-General and to his clerk. No clerk 
could be obtained at the present salary, aud, 
as a coneequence, a clerk has had to be de- 
'ailed to that office from the office of the Ad- 
jutant-General. 

The salaries of the Treasurer, Auditor, and 
Register are. for the same reasons, inadequate. 
A saiary v, hich was sufficient a few years 
pest, for reasons obvious to all, will not no 
and for years to come, meet the measure of a 
just reward. The Register's salary is dimin- 
ished by over $200 postage, which he is com 
pelled to pay, there being no provision for its 
payment. This is not right. A just and gen- 
erous people do not want the services of these 
itdispeniable officers without fair compensa- 
tion. The miser in council is as little re- 
spected by a noble people as is the prodigal 
Neither represent the manly spirit, the public 
set: timent, and the just judgment of the peo 
pie. 

The subject of internal improvements has 
been so repeatedly brought before the public 
judgment that no additional suggestions are 
necessary on this occasion. The construction 
of roads and improvement of rivers have baerj 
a means of developing much wealth, and « 
source of reward to the labor of the country. 
When judiciously made, the industry of the 
people is better sustained, and the wealth and 
prosperity of the country promoted. At pres 
ent, however, to take care of and protect 
what we bave is all a prudent statesmanship 
can demand. The report of the President of 
the Board of Internal Improvement will, in a 
thort time, be submitted for your considera- 
tion, to which I beg leave to refer you for 
information, both as regards the present con- 
dition of the public works and the expend! 
lures connected with the same. 

There yet remains subjects of grave consid- 
eration to wbich, from a sense of public duty, 
I am constrained to call your attention — ques 
tionB which have grown up with the rebel- 
lion, and demand some positive action for our 
own security. In presenting those questions, 
it is not my purpose to invite vindictive action 
and wrathful legislation, but legislation tern 
pered by a discreet and sober judgment, which 
shall be addressed to onr security as a loyal 
people, rather than to the punishment of the 
disloyal. 

The duty of allegiance to our government 
is so palpable and simple, that it requires 
neither depth of intellect nor breadth of in- 
telligence to comprehend it. To observe that 
duty is an instinct of loyalty. The most ig- 
norant know it; the most vicious feel it. To 
sympathize with rebellion and treasoa is 



vicious sympathy, entitled to noni) of thos" 
charities which cover leas venial crimes. It is 
the harlotry of the heart with the worst ot 
crimes, and inevitably leads to criminal acts 
of treason, unless restrained by the touch of 
loyal judgment and rational duty. 

No one has the right to commit treason. No 
one has the right to encourage or promote 
treason. The right to be a rebel or rebel sym- 
pathizer cannot Be admitted; we may tolerate, 
but cannot admit, the right of such sympa- 
thies. 

The right to hold, express, aud advocate any 
form of policy for conducting the govern- 
ment, is a political right which cannot and 
ought not to be abridged, nowever much 
abused. Treason is not a policy; it strikes at 
the life — aims not at the management of the 
government. The safety of free government, 
which admits the right to advocate and urge, 
with all of our powers, even the wildest and 
most deleterious policy, without any restric- 
tion save public judgment, demands that none 
should be permitted to overthrow, or aid, or 
abet, or in any way encourage or promote the 
overtbrow of the government, which secures 
this perfect political liberty. Whosoever, 
therefore, commits treason, or advocates it, or 
or in any way encourages or promotes it, does 
what he has no right to do, and that which is 
at war with the perfect political freedom se- 
cured by our government, and should not be 
tolerated therein. To sympathize with rebel- 
lion is wrong, if rebellion is wrong. But as 
mere sympatby cannot endanger the life of 
the government, it may be tolerated, though 
wrong. Yet, when thatsympathy assumes the 
form of aid or encouragement to treason, and 
tends to promote it either by acts or words, 
the (Jnty of those who would perpetuate oar 
political freedom, as secured only by our gov- 
ment, is to stay the work of treason by inflict- 
ing npon its workers such restraints and pen- 
alties as will enforce obedience and respect to 
the government of our fathers. 

Every Kentuckian ought to be loyal, not 
only in act, but word and sympathy. Ken- 
tucky has not and will not, under any circum- 
stances, become rebellious against the govern- 
ment of our fathers. Having no rights out- 
side of the Union, Kentucky will seek none 
except in the Union. An invincible loyalty 
confronts those who seek to force Kentucky 
into rebellion. When rebellion reaches such 
magnitude as to assume the dignity of a rev- 
olutionary war, it is supported or resisted by 
moral and physical forces. Expressed sympa- 
thy or advocacy of rebellion is giving moral 
force to rebellion. If the rebellion is wrong, 
sympathy or any other aid given to it is 
wrong; and those who are to be injuriously 
affected by it have the moral right to protect 
themselves against rebellion by suppressing 
every form ot treason. They have the right 
to banish its shadow as weil as its substance. 
In self-defence they ought to do so. It is no 
excuse for any one to say he cannot help 
bis sympathies. A wrong and criminal sym- 
pathy is as much under the control of the will 
as a wrong and criminal action. eoth are 
voluntary, and therefore criminal. Every 
man who henceforth remains in Kentucky, 
or shelters bere, should be loyal to our gov- 
ernment, and true to its service, or be held to 
a rigid responsibility for disloyalty. Those 
who rejoice or exult over rebel invasions and 
guerilla raids should be held accountable for 
all the injuries inflicted by their fellow-ac- 
complices in treason. We may, and perhaps 
should, ignore the post, if the future of such 
be loyal; but to be loyal should be made 
imperative. 

I therefore recommend that our penal code 
be amended so as to provide proper preven- 
tive, as well as punitive remedies, for every 
form of treasonable action, whether it consist 
in acts or words, which tend to promote or 
eLCOurage rebellion. 

I further recommend that the laws be so 
amended as to give to any loyal man who 
suffers in person or property from invasions 
or raids a right of action against any or all 
persons who, after the passage of such act, 
may aid, encourage, or promote the rebellion, 
either by acts or words of encouragement, or 
by approval, or by manifesting an exultant 
and joyous sympatby upon the success of such 
raids. It is time that disloyal and criminal 
sympathies should cease in Kentucky. 
TLere remains no excuse for any to indulge 
in them and remain here. 

Such amendments to the civil code will be 
but the application of the principles of the 
common law to this rebellion. By the com- 
mon law, all who counsel, advise, aid, assist, 
promote, encourage, or adopt a trespass, are 
held to be equally guilty and responsible to 
the injured party. It is right that those 
whose avowed sympathies encourage and in- 
vite invasions and raid9 should be made to 
bear the expenses for the entertainment of 
tbeir friends. 

Rebellious persons are fleeing to Kentucky 
as a city ot refuge. This is becoming so com- 
mon that it is worthy of consideration how 
tar and upon what terms this is to be permit- 



But while so feeling and believing, we 
should not forget that, above all opinions, 
feelings, and prejudices, the duty of preserv- 
ing the government of our fathers — the price 
of their blood — rises in sublime and towering 
majesty, far above the approach of any such 
considerations. Our duty is to defend our 
government The errors of others cannot 
absolve us from that duty. We should not, 
for warring opinions, make war upon the 
government. How much soever we may 
differ lrom those conducting the administra- 
tion, npon measures adopted in reference to 
rebellious people and States, while passing 
through the terrible ordeal of rebellion; ana 
how much soever we may deprecate that 
policy, or believe a different policy would be 
better calculated to Buppress the rebellion, yet 
this difference should not, as it will not, make 
us swerve from the pathway of duty and fidel- 
ity to our government, nor will we shrink 
from meeting the responsibilities which a true 
patriotism imposes. 

No people were ever eo blessed with unlim- 
ited freedom, unalloyed happiness, and bound- 
less prosperity, as ours. Our nationality, as 
the Bun of heaven, lighted our pathway 
throughout the globe. Wherever oar stars 
floated, our stripes waved, and our eagle 
soared, the majesty of our government was 
recognized, the rights of its citizens were re- 
spected, and the blessings of the oppressed 
and the fears of the oppressor paid the bom- 
age of love and fear to the nation of "many 
in one." Wicked fanaticism and vicious am- 
bition have combined to overthrow that free- 
dom, destroy that happinesB, break that pros- 
perity, and darken the hopes and prospects of 
the future to us. 

The vicious ambition of the Southern men, 
and the bigoted fanaticism of men of the 
North, in giving and accepting a sectional 
quarrel about a local institution have forced 
upon us the most groundless, cruel, wicked, 
inexcusable warfare that ever afflicted any 
people of the earth. The slave had no more 
necessary connection with this rebellion than 
the borse or any other Bpecies of property. 
But ambitious men of the South, who first 
sought to create a sectional division upon the 
tariff, in order to build up a government based 
upon the aristocracy of the slave-owner, hav- 
ing been foiled by the incorruptible patriotism 
and indomitable will of Andrew Jackson, 
next gave and accepted a sectional qaarrel 
about the slave with the fanaticism of the 
North, wbich deepens in its affections as its 
object darkens in complexion. 

Slavery, bei=g lecal, cannot be the subject 
of national action. Yet, being confined with- 
in certain contiguous States, and excluded 
from others, it could be made to subserve the 
purposes of arousing sectional bitterness, ani- 
mosities, and prejudices, being the only prop- 
erty of local and sectional limits. Thus the 
vicious ambition of the Southern secessionists, 
co-operating with Northern fanaticism, has 
forced an issue which involves the life of free 
government. 

Tbe blinded ambition and obduracy of the 
Southern secessionists persisting ly thrust for- 
ward the slave as the object of strife, although 
the Administration and the ruling powers, for 
more than one year, waved it aside and re- 
fused to accept the issue. At length the issue 
was accepted as to the rebellious States 
and parts of States, and the madmen of the 
South now realize the fearful madness and 
folly that controlled them. On the other band, 
the Northern accomplices in this work of de- 
struction, appropriate this ill-advised issue as 
tbe work of their patriotism. They gloat 
over the miseries and sufferings of the South 
as if tbey were avenging angels. They thank 
God that they are not as their Southern 
brethren, and swell with the magnitude of 
their charities as they devote the property of 
otbers to sacrifice. 

The issue thus forced, and for which these 
two extremists and co-workers of evil are re- 
sponsible, has nevertheless struck a serious if 
not a fatal blow at the institution in tbe re- 
bellious States. It may languish for years in 
painf ul and uncertain being in those rebellions 
States, or may, if tbe war is not soon brought 
to a termination, perish in the convulsions of 
tbe rebellion. 

It is not tbe fault of the loyal Kentuckians 
that these evils have befallen and these dan- 
gers environ an institution in which our own 
interests participate. Holding, as we do, that 
the people alone are sovereign, and that the 
Federal Government represents the united 
sovereignty of tbe people for national purpos- 
es, atd that tbe State Government represents 
tbeir sovereignty within the limits of tbe State 
and for local purposes, we feel the more keen 
ly the wrong inflicted upon us by those deny- 
ing the foundation theory of our government, 
and who make war upon its perpetuity — ibe 
one asserting the supremacy of State rights; 
the other ignoring — the rights of the people 
within Stale limits. By the fiat of the sov- 
ereign people, the National Government ex- 
ists; by tbe same fiat State governments ex- 
ist, and each is limited to its own sphere of 



Having been blessed by a kind Providence, 
b .yoi.it the measure of other peoples, we 
Should in this our day of affliction and chas- 
tisement, remember that the band that smites 
is but tol'lf ss, and that our humiliation is only 
the beginning of our exaltation to a high: 
and nobler career in the grand march of n .- 
tiocs. 

In tbe darkest hour of our struggle no 
shadow of doubt has ever obscured my faith, 
that He who notes' the fall of the sparrow, 
and numbers the hairs of our beads, will guide 
us safely through our tribulations, and not 
permit us to perish as a nation. Our mission 
is not ended, our race not yet completed. We 
bave centuries of greatness and ages of grand 
progression as a government lying before us. 
Our unity, nationality, and liberty, being the 
constituted inheritance- of our people, will be 
contemporaneous with coming years, to bless 
the races of man. 

To Him who holds, at His will, the desti- 
nies of our government and people — to build 
or to deBtroy — I commend you; and to your 
wise and patriotic counsels commit the inter- 
est of our Commonwealth.

Southern ambition strikes at the na- 
tional sovereignty of the people, and North- 
ern fanaticism at the sovereignty whicb, by 
national tint, is reserved to them within the 
Statee. Each would form a new and differ- 
ent government. The truly loyal man ii 



of the Federal Constitution, "shall be entitled 
to all privileges and immunities of citizens in 
tbe several Slates." But to enAct or promote 
treason is not one ofthe "privileged" or "im- 
munities" of citizens ot aDy State. So long 



as those refugees deport themselves as good struggling to maintain a government — not to 



and loyal citizens, thsy should be, so far as 
our lawe are operative, left unmolested. 
Bht those who bring with them the infection 
of treason, and who, by words or acts, en- 
deavor to incite treasonable acts, or promote 
treasonable sentiments in our communities, 
should be restrained by proper penalties suffi- 
cient to reach and eradicate this evil. 

Another important matter affecting the in- 
terests of our people, and which grows out of 
the rebellion, ought to be provided for. The 
property of onr citizens is purchased or seized 
by officers and' soldiers for public use, and 
eiiber no voucher given, or one which is in- 
sufficient to draw the compensation upon. 
This has sometimes been from the ignorance 
of the officer "employed; sometimes from bis 
wanton neglect; sometimes from unavoidable 
negltct, in tbe hurried movements of troops, 
and often from the cotrupt purposes of Qaar- 
ttrmosters and Assistant Commissaries of 
Subsistence, who seek thereby to pooket the 
proceeds of our substance. These are evils 
ncident to a state of war, but ought to be 
provided for, so as ultimately to secure that 
wbich is due to the citizen. In most instances, 
t is not posfible to obtain, at th s time, vouch- 
ers such as required by the army regulations. 
It is not right that the citizen should suffer 
loss tor the detault, accident, or negligence of 
hose acting tinder Federal authority. 
It is recommended, therefore, that you pro- 
ide, by law, some simple but reliable mode 
f perpetuating the evidence of such claims 
'or indemnity, eo that the State authorities, or 
he individual, can lay them betore Congress 
or redress. This miKht properly be extended 
o perpetuate the evidence not only of losses 
by Federal soldiers, but property destroyed or 
taken by tbe Confederates — the evidence al- 
wajs distinguishing the manner, extent of 
leas, and when and by whom or whose au- 
thority taken or destroyed. This will secure, 
at least, the foundation ur>on which to appeal 
for ultimate justice. These evidences might 
be forwardtd to the Quartermaster-General 
of the State, and preserved by him, to be laid 
bifore the proper Federal authorities. 

Custom, rvy long-established precedent, has 
made it necessary that I should advert to our 
Federal relations, and those subj-ct? of gea- 
ral and naticnal interest which absorb the 
attention of the day. It would perhaps be 
better otherwise; but, as we cannot ignore, 
we should not shun all proper responsibility. 

Our Federal relations are at this time of 
the most amicable and kindly character. 
Tbooiib differing in opinion at to some ofthe 
measures of the Administration, yet that dif- 
ference- bos not degenerated into hostility to 
the government. The right to differ is a free 
and unquestionable right. Yet we have not, 
and should not, make that difference an ex- 
cuse for relaxing our efforts to sustain the 
goveinment and suppress the rebellion. We 
think our views right; tbey who pursue the 
controlling policy think theirs right. We 
agree in the object to be promoted, but differ 
as to tbe means. The object which we bold 
common — the preservation of the Union 
and perpetuation of our nationality — being 
immeiisurably higher than any means whicb 
can or may be employed for its accomplish- 
ment, secures onr patriotism from being 
wayed or jostled from its centre by any sub- 
ordinate consideration. 

Tbe souree of irritation which has been the 
hobby of tbe secessionists, and the point mist 
lender to the touch in Union men — tae ne- 
gM — will, I trust and believe, not become a 
matter of Aggression or dispute between us 
nod the Federal Government. I have every 
reason to feel assured that this subject will be 
left w holly to the disposition of the people of 
Kentucky without any interference by the 
Federal authorities. The loyalty of Ken- 
tucky is the guardian angel which walks wilh 
ucr people through the fi-ry furnace of tbe 
lebellion, and preserves their garments from 
the smell of fire. 

Wc bave no cause of complaint against the 
Federal Government. Our rights as a State, 
and our prejudices as a people, have been re- 
spected by the Administration. Our difference 
is not as to the acts bearing directly upon us 
as a State, but the policy adopted in reference 
;o the rebellious States and people. We can- 
not, therefore, as a loyal people, make this 
difference — as to the policy pursued by the 
Administration toward those whose treason 
i-nd rebellion have brought upon us all our 
trouble — an excuse for a quasi hostility to the 
(jovernment, jby making a factious war upon 
those through whom alone we can act for its 
preservation. We think, and most earnestly, that 
ii is belter to use none but toe white m m to 
figbt our battles; but shall we, upon this opin- 
ion, refuse to defend our greatest interests be- 
(a u^-e a neero is called or forced to help us? 
To do eo would be to substitute piasion for 
reason, prejudice for judgment, and vain pride 
fcr patriotism. We confess a stronger affec- 
tion for the white man than for the black, and 
believe this government was made for the 
white man; that be ought to maintain and de- 
fend it. And we further believe that the large 
amounts expended to feed and support "con- 
trabands" would be much more judiciously 
and charitably expended in supporting tbe suf- 
fering widows and orphans left by our brave 
and gallant volunteers who bave fallen in 
cemp aud field.

The eeceeeionists, who would destroy the gov- 
ernment by force, and the fanatic who would 
drstroy by innovation, are alike the enemies 
of our government. The soldier who bares 
his bosom to the storm of war, does so uad 
tbe conviction that he fights to maintain the 
government which blessed his fathers and shel- 
t-nd his youth. The rebel fights to breakup 
the government. The purpose of the fanatic 
is the same as the rebel — to make a neir, a 
different, government than the one for wh 
our lathers toiled and bled, aud to maintain 
v, hith our own brave sons now off-.r np their 
lives a willing and glorious sacrifice. Each 
is tbe common enemy of those who adhere to 
tbe Constitutional Union, formed by the wise 
men ot the revolution.

It is as revolution- 
ary and disloyal to subordinate the gov- 
ernment to the question of bis fiee- 
dem as to the question of bis en- 
slavement.

Fortunately, tor the good of onr people aud 
the cause of liberty, all such have fallen so 
far behind that tbey ate estimated as strag- 
gUrs and deserters from the true patriotism.

Tboee districts least blessed with wordly goods 
bave opened up the richest mines of devoted 
patriotism. The poor man has given his all — 
his life — fjr our security. Shall his widow 
and orphan children suffer? Our gratituie 
and duty alike forbid it. Can you not, in 
your wi.-dom, devise the plan by which a 
bounty of fifty or more dollars can ba 
paid to the dt-sti-ute and needy widows aud 
orphans ot our deceased soldiers? It has oc- 
curred to me, and I suggest it for your consid- 
eration, that a capitation tax of ten cents to 
twenty cents levied upon each male, over 
eighteen years of age, in the Stats; — exempt- 
ing the soldier in the field and ihe disabled 
soldier at borne — would constitute an ample 
fund for tbe relief 6f the destitute and needy 
widows and orphans of our gallant dead, and 
meei our debt of gratitude and duty. This 
lund should be entitled "bounty fund of the 
soldier's widow and orphan." ^"o meet the 
present demand for relief, you could appro 
priate, out of your abundant treasury, to be 
reimbursed from the fund sj raised in the 
revenues of the coming year. The small sum 
levied upon each poll can oppress no one, 
and will create a fund for the bestowment 
of great benefits, and for the partial 
payment of our immense debt of gratitude, 
Leaving tbe manner of raising a fund for this 
purpose entirely to your wise and patriotic 
consideration and judgment, I most earnestly 
recommend that some efficient mode of prompt 
relief be adopted. 

Be assured, gentlemen, that whatsoever yon 
may adopt to promote the peace, secure ihe 
harmony, increase tbe security, advance the 
prosperity, protect the rights, guard tbe liber- 
ties, strengthen our defences, or fortify our 
constitutional guarantees of liberty, will meet 
with my hearty apprcvul and co operation.

They went to the residence of 
Judpe Hickman and aroused the inmates of the house 
by the uproar they created. Mrs. Hickman raised a 
-window in the upper story and inquired thsir busi- 
ness, when one of them, who appeared to be the leader 
of the gang, answered that he was Lieut. Brooks, 
from Frankfort, thai he had an important military 
order for Judge Hickman, aud wished to see him Im- 
mediately. 

TheJnfge, incline*, to credit the statement, went 
down to epeu the door, but h's wife protested against 
hit doing so until better evidence wa* adduced of 
their being friends. He accordingly requested the 
men to hand him the order through a broken glass in 
the window.

WAsniSGTos, Dec. 7. 

SENATE. 

The Vice-President called the Senate 
order at noon to-day. 

The credentials of Messrs. Wiley and Van 
Winkle, Senators elected from Western Vir- 
ginia, were presented by Mr. Colgate. 

The credentials of Mr. Conness, of Califor- 
nia, was presented by Mr. Nesgtth, and the 
credentials of Mr. Henderson, of Missouri, by 
Mr. Koote. 

Messrs. Conne9s and Henderson were quali- 
fied and took the oath of loyalty prescribed 
by the last CoBgress. 

Mr, Davis raised a question as to the right 
of the gentlemen from Western Virginia to 
take their seats. He held that there was con- 
stitutionally and legally no such State as 
Western Virginia; there could, therefore, be 
no Senators from such a State. His object 
was - i in i i v to put on record his objections. 
He believed tbe old Slate to be intact, and 
that this whole thing is a flagrant violation. 
After a debate, Mr. Davis as a test question, 
moved that the oath of office be administered 
to the gentlemen from Western Virginia, 
which carried by — yens 'M, nays 6, the nays 
being Bui kalow, "Davis, Hendricks, McDsugal, 
acd Powell. 

Mr. Usheman submitted a resolution that 
the Committee on the Judiciary inquire and 
report whether tbe Hon. Root. Wilson is still a 
ScDatorfrom Missouri. 

Mr. B. Gratz Brown, having recently been 
elected Senator by the Legislature of Missouri, 
but not appearing here yet, Mr. Wilson, who 
was appointed by the Government at the last 
session to fill a vacancy, was still in his seat 
to-day. The resolution was not voted on. 

On motion of Mr. Foote, a resolution was 
adopted appointing a committee of three to 
wait, in connection with a committee from 
tbe House, upon the President of the United 
States and inform him of the readiness of 
Congress to receive his annual message. 
Messrs. Foote, Tiumbull, and Neswith were 
appointed. 

Mr. Foote offered a resolution for the clas- 
sification of the Senators from Western Vir- 
ginia by the usual means of drawing by lot, 
which was adopted. Mr. Vanwinkle to fill 
the long term, expiring in 18C!), aud Mr. 
Wiley, short term, expiring in 1865. 

Mr. Lane, of Indiana, gave notice of the 
introduction of bills to repeal the 300 commu- 
tation feature of tbe enrolment act, and to 
increase the pay of non-commissioned officers 
and privates in the army 50 per cent. 

The daily hour ol meeting was fixed at 2 
o'clock. 

BOUSE. 

The Clerk then read the roll of members 
from all the States, rxcept Maryland, Western 
Virginia, Oregon, Missouri, and Kansas. 

Mr. Stevens, of Virginia, desired that cre- 
dentials of those whose names were not on 
the roll, be read. 

The Clerk said that he had placed on the 
roll the names of all those whose credentials 
bore evidence in accordance with the law 
passed by this Honse in March last. 

Mr. Wasbburne asked whether there were 
any cantestions of seats. 

The Clerk replied that there were three or 
four from Missouri, one from Virginia, one 
from Kentucky, as be recollected. 
Mr. Stevens repeated his request. 
Mr. Stiles, of Pennsylvania, asked for the 
reading of the act of March 3d. The act was 
read as follows: 

An act regulating the duties of the Clerk of 
the House of Representative in preparing for 
tbe organization of the House. 

Be it .enacted, £c, That, before the first 
meeting of the next Congress and of every 
subsequent Congress, the Clerk of the next 
preceding House of Representatives shall 
make a roll of the Representatives elect and 
place thereon the names of all persons and 
of such persons only whose credentials show 
that tbey were regularly elected in accordance 
with the laws of their States, respectively, or 
the laws of the United States. 

At tbe request of Mr. Stevens, the Clerk 
rend the form of the credentials of the Mary- 
land members, which he hud ruled out for 
informality. 

Mr. Dawes offered a resolution that the 
names of the Marvland delegation be placed 
on tbe roll of the House, aud moved the pre- 
vious question, which was seconded. 

Mr. J. 0. Allen moved to lay the resolution 
od the table. 

The question taken on Mr. Allen's motion 
to lay Mr. Dawes's resolution on the table was 
decided in the negative — yeas 74, nays 91 — 
which caused applause from the galleries aud 
on the floor of the House. 

Mr. Dawes demanded a vote on his resolu- 
tion, Which was adopted, followed by ap- 
plause; so the names of tbe Maryland delega- 
tion were placed on the roll. 

Mr. Davis, of Maryland, offered a resolu- 
tion directing tbe names ot the Missouri mem- 
bers to be placed on the roll. 

On motion of Mr. Garfield, the credentials 
of the representative from Oregon were re- 
ceived, and that gentleman's name was en- 
tered on the roll. 

On motion of Mr. Pike, a similar coarse 
was adopted in regard to the member from 
Kansas. 

On motion of Mr. Stevens, the same coarse 
was adopted with regard to the names of the 
members from West Virginia. 

Mr. Stevens then asked that the credentials 
of tbe Louisiana members, Messrs. Beall, Colt- 
man, and Baker, be received. Their creden- 
tials state that the election was in accordance 
with the constitution and laws of Louisiana, 
and that the said election was hell on the 
23d of November last. Tbe credentials of tbe 
Louisiana members are signed by J. L. Rid- 
dle, Governor of Louisiana. 

Mr. Stevens moved that the names of the 
Louisiana members be stricken tram the rolls. 

Mr Bro.>ks said tbe House could elect a 
Speaker without tbe names of the gentlemen 
from Louisiana being stricken from the rolls. 

Mr. Stevens protested against their admis- 
sion, but, in order to facilitate the organiza- 
tion of tbe House, he would withdraw his 
motion, and again offer it when the Louisiana 
members were to be sworn in. 

The credentials of the members from Vir- 
ginia were read, at the instance of Mr. Love- 
joy, and a resolution was offered that their 
names be entered on the rolls. 

Mr. J. E. Allen raised the point that the 
credentials were certified to merely by the 
county clerks, and moved to lay the resolution 
on the table. 

Tbe Clerk said the credentials, as he under- 
stood ihem, were in accordance with the laws 
of Virginia. 

A brief consultation ensued as to the legal- 
ity of the credentials, when the question was 
taken, tbe resolution agree i to, and the names 
of the members from Virginia were entered 
on the rolls. 

Mr. Washburne moved that the House pro- 
ceed to the election ot a Speaker viva voce, 
which was agreed to. 

Mr. Washburne nominated Mr. Colfax; Mr. 
Pendleton nominated Mr. Cox; Mr. Ancona 
nominated Mr. Dawson; Mr. Gueder nomi- 
nated Mr. Mallory; Mr. Sleete, of New York, 
nominated Mr. Stebbins. Messrs. King and 
Blair, of Missouri, were also placed in nomi- 
nation. 

Messrs. Pendleton, Dawson, Wadsworth, 
and Pomeroy, were appointed tellers to con- 
duct the election. , 

Th« House then proceeded to vote, with the 
following result: 

Whole number of votes 181; necessary to 
a choice 82. Mr. Colfax 101, Mr. Cox 42, Mr. 
King 4, Mr. Mallory 10, Mr. Stebbins 8, Mr. 
Dawson 12, Mr. Blair 2, and Mr. Stiles 1. 

The Clerk declared Mr. Colfax duly and 
legally elected. The announcement wis 
greeted with vociferous applause. Messrs. 
Dawson and Cox were appointed a committee 
to conduct the Speaker to the chw. The 
Speaker, on taking the chair, delivered a 
brief, eloquent, and patriotic address, which 
was received with general applause. 

Washington, Dac. 7. 
The following was received at headquar- 
ters from the army at Tazewell, Tenn: 
To ilajor-Otneral Halleck: 

Longftreet is in full retreat up the valley. 
Vour orders about following with cavalry 
shall be carried out. My division of cavalry 
attacked the enemy's cavalry in one of th« 
passes of Clinch Mountains yesterday even- 
ing, and are pursuing them vigorously. 
Couriers from Knoxville arrived last night. 
The road is clear. Sherman arrived here 
yesterday. 

(Signed) J.G. FOSTER, Major-Gen, 
This evening the United States Supreme 
Court met, all parties being present, namely, 
Taney, Wayne, Catron, w ilsjn, Giver, Clif- 
ford, Swayne, Miller, Davis, and Fields. The 
only business transacted was the announce 
ment, by Chief Justice Taney, that the Coutt 
hud elected D. W. Middleton, Esq., of this 
city, to be Cleik of their Court, v;ce Carrol!, 
deceased. 

Executive Mansion, Washington, Dec. 7. 
Reliable information having been received 
that tbe insurgent force is retreatiug 'rom East 
Tennessee, under circumstances rendering it 
probable tbat the Union force cannot hereaf- 
ter be dislodged from that importar' ■ 
and estimating this to be of sign 
coi spquence, I command that all lc 
do, on the receipt of this information, assem- 
ble at their places of worship, and render 
special homage and gratitude to Almighty 
God for this great advancement of the ra- 
tional cause.

Philadelphia, Dec. 7 
Tbe brig John Welch, Jr., from Port Royal 
on the 1st acd Charleston Bar on the 2d, ar- 
rived this moruing. The Captain reports tbat, 
when be passed off Charleston, there was no 
firing, but a dense smoke was visible over the 
city, and he supposed it to be burning. 



Memphis, Dec. 5. 
Gens. Chalmers and Lee attacked Moscow 
and Lafayette, on the Memphis and Charles- 
ton Railroad, yesterday noon. Tbey burned 
Lafayette and some small bridges on the road. 
They were repulsed at Moscow, and Colonel 
Hatch's cavalry followed their retreat, and 
forced them to another fight four miles out, 
and again repulsed them. Between twenty 
and thiriy of their dead were found on the 
field, amongst them three officers. Their dead 
and wounded were scattered along tbe road, 
and three wagon-loads were taken away. 
Citizens say that they acknowledged them- 
selves badly whipped. Their loss will proba- 
bly reach one hundred. Our loss was three 
killed, forty-one wounded, and forty-one 
missing. Colonel Hatch, 2d Iowa cavalry, 
commanding the brigade, was seriously, 
though not dangerously, wounded, a ball 
piercing his right lung. 

The telegraph is working to Corinth, and 
the railroad will be in running order to-mor- 
row. 

At this writing, 5 P. M., firing is heard in 
the direction of Moscow. 

New Yore, Dec 7. 
A New Orleans letter states that the force 
interfering with the navigation of the Mis- 
sissippi, below the mouth of R°d River, is 
estimated at 4,000, under Gen. Dick Taylor, 
and a sort ot flying colors appearing from 
time to time at different points of the river, 
preying on its commerce. The merchants of 
New Orleans and traders generally are seri- 
ously alarmed at the audacity, frequency, aud 
success of these attacks, and have applied to 
the military authorities to have all river boats 
armed acd manned by a few artillerists. 

Maj. Gen. Washburn with his command is 
moving in the direction of Matagorda, with 
every prospect of capturing that place. Our 
forces will then have a footing on the main 
land, with a fine harbor to anchor our vessels 
in and a good base ot operations. 

Cairo, Dec. 7. 
Tbe steamer Liberty, from Memphis, brings 
257 bales of cotton for Evansville. She p i-3ed 
the steamers Jewess and St. Cloud, the for- 
mer with 806 acd the latter with 289 biles 
of cotton for Cincinnati.
